John  Ashley,  Colored,  Is  Stabbed  to 
Death  Sunday  Afternoon  by  Char- 
ily IMrtin. 

Hfe  first  fatality  from  >'io1enee  to 
occur  in  this  city  for  over  n  year  oc- 
corred  Sunday  afternoon  vvlien  Char- 
ley Martin,  white,  stabbed  John  As>Ii- 
ley,  culored,  to  death. 

Martin  and  Asiiley  met  in  the  hdnse 
of  I'earl  Wheeh  r.  in  Clinich  alley 
about  three  nV-lock.  Accudiiii;  tc 
the  story  tokl  by  the  \\\)nian,  Mar- 
tin, who  had  been  drinking,  went  into 
the  house  to  warm.  Shortly  after- 
ward, Ashley  eame  in  and  the  three 
sat  talking  for  a  while.  The  woman 
went  to  the  back  of  the  house,  iand 
it  was  duiiiig  her  abseqee  that  tlu- 
eutting  occurred,  aud  no  one  witnes.>?- 
ed  the  affair. 

The  woman  says  she  heard  the 
noise  and  ran  to  the  fmnt  of  lli<» 
house  and  as  slic  leadied  the  poiei' 
she  saw  Ashley  coiuiu;;-  out  Ijleedi;!;:. 
T*'ith  M;irtin  foll(;..\inir.  They  ra;. 
aeross  tiie  alley  into  a  vacant  lo!. 
turned  and  came  hack.  Ashley  said 
to  her  that  he  was  dyinjr  and  starr- 
ed to  the  office  of  Dr.  Tyler.  Martin 
ran  up  to  the  south  end  of  the  alloy 
and  she  never  saw  him  again. 

Ashley  was  stabbed  about  an  int>!i 
and  a  half  belomr  the  left  ear  and 
twice  in  the  left  comer  of  the  juoutb. 
The  stab  below  tiie  ear  severed  the 
jugular  vein.  After  the  neorro  was 
stabbed,  he  ran  out  of  tlic  liouse 
{across  the  alley  and  then  turned 
an<l  went  to  the  ollice  of  Dr.  J.  11. 
Tyler.  He  went  inias-i-ted  and  wlien 
within  a  few  y;ird-  of  the  oilicc  tell, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  carry  him  in. 
He  died  a  few  moments  after  arriv- 
ing at  the  office. 

'ilitar  the  eatting,  Martin  went  to 
the  office  of  Dr.  J.  N.  Rankin  and 
bad  a  cut  on  his  left  side  and 
a.  out  on  his  finger  dressed.  A 
search  of  the  negro's  clot  lung  and  the 
house  in  which  the  affray  occurred 
revealed  no  weapon  which  the  negro 
Muld  have  used  in  cutting  Martin. 

Martin  was  arre-Ied  at  the  oflice 
of  Dr.  Rankin  hy  .Mr.  Woodson  Me- 
Cord,  chief  of  police,  and  placed  in 
tiie  couiT<y-5alK  ' 

Martin  was  «een  at  the  jail  Sunday 
night  a  sUort'  \riine  itft'er  he  had  beei, 
locked  up Iftifd 'asked' !f6r  a  statement. 
He  •was  unable' to  tafl^  much  and  whs 
ooaq>laimng  with  his  left  aide  which 
he  said  was  cut 

He  said :  "I  was  in  the  house  when 
Ashley  broke  in  upon  me.  He  came 
at  me  with  a  knife  and  >tri!ik  me 
in  the  side.  I  jumix'd  up  as  •.;iiicl-.'v 
as  possible  and  got  my  knife  w]ii<  I: 
"was  a  very  small  one  and  began  to 
defend  myself.  I  do  not  ex;ietly  know 
where  I  cut  him.  nor  do  1  know  much 
about  what  has  happened." 

Martin  was  very  sick  aud  talked 
with  dilticnity.  ^vt'ler  the  -li  ioti  i;: 
Martin  sai-d  he  felt  that  he  w-as  iiurt 
badfy  and  ran  to  the  offce  of  Dr.  J. 
K.  Rankin  to  have  his  wounds  dress- 
-ad.  . 

The  inquest  was  held  by  C(/ronei 
Nunnelly  at  2  o'clock  Monday  after- 
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Saiurihiy  afternoon  and  it  was  nec- 
ies.sary  to  iciuom'  him  to  his  home  on 
Fairfax  stieet.  For  several  hours 
he  was  seiiously  ill  but  Monday  morn- 
ing he  was  much  improved  and  was 
able  to  be  at  his  ofliee  for  aw4lile.
